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Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio, 


April 12. — Mysterious telephone or- 
ders to Columbus to shut off all light 
and power from the cantonment one

crippled the camp from 10.30 until 
5 o'clock the next morning are being 
investigated by authorities here and 
in Columbus. Simultaneous with the 
cutting off of the power a terrific^ 
electrical storm broke over the camp. 
The trouble with the power and lights 
•was generally attributed to the storm. 


During the seven hours the camp 


•was nearly helpless, there 
was no 


power to run the machinery and the 
cantonment has been short on water 
rations ever since. 


" Several other instances of a similar 
nature have led the authorities to 
ibelfeve that the situation was not 
merely accidental. Disgruntled em- 
ployees or German sympathizers are 
at the bottom of the trouble, officials 
"believe. When the call was sent to 
Columbus to pull out all the switches 
supplying the camp, the man tele- 
phoning used the name of an employe 
no longer in the service of the com- 
pany. 
Believing the call to be authentic 


and thinking that there was some 
trouble down here, and not wishing 
to injure any employes who might be 
working to repair the damage Colum- 
'bus authorities at the power station 
were loath to turn on the current 
again. The last time the power was 
mysteriously ordered 
turned off, 


•wires and poles were found to have 
been damaged, it was declared.

mittee, made public today. The «9- 
tenUon and employment of non- 
commissioned officers and men cap* 
tured on the western front, says the 
report, have brought on these pris- 
oners an amount of unjustifiable 
serving for which it would be Hard 


Ho find a parallel in history. 
The 


report is based on an accumulation 
of evidence and shows that prison- 
ers have been employed constantly 
under ^hell-fire and tbat many have 
been Killed by British guns; that 
they haVe been kicked and beaten, 
denied ctojthing and adequate shel- 
ter :bave fcften been shot, and that 
deaths froti starvation and over- 
work have Veen constant. 
French prasoners have been sub- 


jected to the same treatment. Some 
of the prisoners received neither 
letters nor parcels for eight or nine 
months after their capture.

WRITES FROM FRANCE 


OF RED CROSS WORK 


The following'letter was received 


by 
Lacking 
county chapter,

Cross, from Mrs. W. H. Lewis, -who 
is in Paris as a Red Cross nurse. 
Mrs. Lewis was active in Red Cross 
work in the local work rooms before 
her departure, for France. 


"Paris, March 13, J918. 


Dear Co-Workers, Licking County 
Chapter:

"This IB my first • chance < to 
get 


some word to you,' although you may 
be sure I have thought of you all 
many, many times., 


• "You are probably very jaueh In- 
terested in our trip across. I made 
very few notes as I was miserable the 
first few days and th"eh I seemed 
Just too tired. 
, T.he trip ovar was 


pleasant—considering.. It was quite 
cold for two days out from New 
York, then it really was balmy and 
warm. 
Could you believe it, in the 


middle of February, too? - 
; 


"We i evidently went south quite a 


bit. 
Only two days of the whole 


trip was it rough, although we had 
quite a bit of rain and mist. 


"The fourth we had a boat drill. 


All put on life-belts ..and wert as- 
signed to his or her particular life-; 
boat. 
Everyone acted in 
a.- very 


calm and orderly manner. 
There are 


no lights visible whatever on ship 
at nights. 
Portholes are all paint- 


ed and closed tightly at night. We 
had to have the deck patroled at 
night' to keep men from' smoking, 
striking matches - and using flash- 
lights. 
Would 
you 
believe 
it? 


When we struck danger 2one the 
ship took a zig-zag course. Then at 
nights a canvas is let down around 
promenade deck and all life-boats* 
are lowered and remain so until the 
ship lands. Guns are mounted, fore 
and aft of ships, and gunners are 
constantly on lookout. 


"On1 our 'lane' three ships were 


sunk on our way over. We were all. 
happy when we passed through nets 
in to--safety zone., A number of dif- 
ferent war-worke_rs were represented 
on our boat, viz:. Red -Cross, Y. M: 
C. A., postal .service, sailors, avia- 
tors, re-construction and agricultural 
wrokers. • Only six Red Cross nurses, 
including myself, and Dr. Lewis, the 
only medical man on board. He was 
kept busy, too. There were also 
some French and Italian officers on 
board and" some French people. One 
American —'• Casper Whitney: -^ was 
also one of us. In'the'steerage were' 
600 Polish soldiers. They were,very 
picturesque In- their 'different cos- 
tumes. 
They entertained all the 


passengers with their folk-dancing 
and singing. 


"The seagulls were so beautiful.- 


I was very much surprised to find 
they were constantly with us all the 
way across. The meals on boat were 
mostly meat, . practically no" . vege- 
tables and no dessert ever, excepting 
cheese and apple and apple and 
cheese; The'per capita allowance"^ 
France of sugar is one pound a 
month, which amounts to two lumps 
of "sugar a day. Actually "we are 
starved already for something sweet. 
Now the order is that no hotel shall 
serve sugar in" any way, shape.-or 
form. This world-shortage I do not 
understand,

*'Our trip through 
• France ' to 


Paris' was very 'interesting, indeed. 
The thing that. has impressed . ni'e 
most -is the-'work =the women do. 
They are everwhere, doing every type 
of --work: 
We have seen them -as 


street-cleaners; conductors, 
motor- 


women, -porters on .trains and in 
railway stations,- in the diners on 
trains, in the fields and the subway 
system here seam all women. It is 
the woman -who really • seems 
the 


most burdened. "She does all the 
work, she bears the young and sac- 
rifices those that are nearest and 
deartst to her, and when they are 
gone she must battle alone. 
"Every station we went through 


men with trench helmets,.etc., were 
getting on the trains, going back-to 
the front-.- Every wife; sister, moth- 
er, or sweetheart they left there. 
Y.ou could read their hearts, the suf- 
fering they were enduring. 
Every- 


where are people in mourning—m'en 
and women. The women wear long 
black crepe veils to the bottom of 
their dresses. It:is a most pitible 
sight. The country, is bery beauti- 
ful with the poplars. .The gardened 
landscape 
and • clusters of stone 


houses with many beautiful cha- 
teaux. All along the way peasants 
were washing clothes in the brooks. 
This surely Is the most primitive 
way of-washing. 


"I must not forget to tell-you, too, 
that all the peach trees were in 
bloom: A glorious sight. We pass- 
ed through many towns on our way 
to Paris and always saw many 
American troops. 
As I have said, 


women -work everywhere, and as a 
soldier in the train said: 'All our 
men are at the front; they will not 
come back, and the Americans will 
have to populate France.'

French people. America did not en- 
ter the war too soon. 


"The train enters Paris through

MUST HAVE PASS TO 
GAIN ADMITTANCE TO 
THE AVIATION GAMPS 


Dallas, Tex., April 12.—In view of 


the belief that German spies are ac- 
tive throughout the United States, 
stricter 
rules regulating access to 


army aviation camps in Texas have 
been promulgated and visitors to the 
lields now liud it difficult to gain 
admittance. 


With the coming of the aviation 


schools to Te\as there developed the 
usual crowd of curious who, not con- 
tent to witness the flights from their 
backjards, made visits to the fields 
and invaded, when possible, officers' 
quarters, hangars, flying fields, and, 
in fact, e^ery place that they thought 
they might see something new. 
It 


was with great difficulty that ma- 
chines were able to rise and land 
safely, and commanders began to 
grow more strict. 


Finally, all without passes were 


ruled off the 
fields 
Then they 


blocked the byways leading to the 
camps and when aviators weie forced 
to descend and repair trucks were 
started to the assistance of the dis- 
abled 
machines 
in 
double-quick 


time, it was with great difficult} that 
they made their way through the 
jam of automobiles and farm wagons. 


Under the new rules every person 


must have a pass to get beyond the 
entrances of the camps. 
Officers, 


enlisted men and cadets have the 
privilege of asking for passes for 
their friends, but 
they are onlv 


granted by headquarters when the 
prospective host is to be off duty, 
officers enlisted men or cadets seek- 
ing passes are responsible for the 
visitors while they are in the camps 
and the name of each visitor must 
appear on his or her pass. 


Visitors never are allowed -within 


the hangars, neither are they per- 
mitted to enter the machineshops at 
the fields. Every person passing the 
guard is asked if he or she carries 
a camera, and if the guard has any 
doubt the visitor is searched. 


Recently a visitor to Love field 


here made several pictures of air- 
planes in the air. 
The amateur phu- 


tographer was seated in an automo- 
bile outside the flying field, but a 
sentry observed him and a few min- 
utes later an officer asked the vis- 
itor for the camera. 
It was prompt- 


ly turned over and a few days later 
it was returned to the owner—minus 
the films. 
He was cautioned not 


to attempt to take any more pic- 
tures of flyers.

camps is the souvenir hunter. 
It 


was discovered that, when the op- 
portunity 
presented, 
he 
removed 


from airplanes anything that was 
loose and which could conventiently 
be carried away 
Aside from the 


monetary loss the practice was dan- 
gerous to the aviator for it was pos- 
sible that some parts essential to the 
safety of the flyers might be stolen 
and not missed until the machine was 
thousands of feet in the air.

Y, M, C, A, WORKERS 


German hate Is now being focuseil 
on 
the Y. M. C. A. 'in 
its 
work 
In 
Franco and wherever a Red TrlunKle 
hut can be located alonpr the front liiu1 
trenches the Boche n'lins are trained 
upon 'it and every effort is made to 
smash it out of .existence. 
The same 


fate that wiped out all the front Y. M. 
C. A. huts captured by the Germans in 
their Advance on Kussia will be vis- 
ited on Hie French huts, because the 
Germans realize that the Y. M. C. A. is 
the greatest 
morale-builder 
in 
the 
army today and it is his ]>lan to weaken 
the morale of French and American 
; troops as'Soon as possible. 
Warnings of this danger have just 
been brought back 
from 
Europe by. 
H'cv. Allan MacKossie, pastor of St." 
Andrew's Methodist church, New York 
City, who .acted as a member of the 
clerical commission sent over to France 
to learn of'the spiritual needs of the 
American Expeditionary Forces, and in 
that capacity, had opportunity to study 
the methods of the Y. M. C. A., and to 
learn ;things at first hand. 
He said 
that he di'd • not -hold a brief for the 
Y. M., C. A. for he felt that when'an 
organization 
had received 
$53.000,000 


from the ^people,-the.people had a right 
to know about the work to which they 
had contributed. His talk was, he said, 
just a' reply ito- unjust criticism. 
"Do you know that Germany lias al- 
ready .begun to sing its hymn of hate 
against the Y. M. C. A.? To tell you this 
is in itself to show that the Y. M. C. 
A. deserves well at our hands." 
"The Germans realize the strengthen- 
ing of the morale of the French armies 
that has grown out of those 
secre- 
taries who are working over there. The 
German guns are now trained upon the 
Y..M. C. A. huts, and every effort is be- 
ing made to smash them 
out of ex- 
istence." 
As .recognition of 
the 
good 
that 
grows out of the Y. M. C. A., Dr. Mac- 
Rossie. said the -secretaries were still in 
Russia waiting for the time when their 
huts may be re-opened." 
"In France when our boys went over 
there first 'the officers were at a loss 
what to do to "keep th'em from becom- 
ing homesick," he 
continued. 
"They 
drilled them very hard, but after 
the 
strenuous life they had led in prepa- 
ration this was found'to be too much. 
Then they tried letting them do noth- 
ing. The army had asked the Y. M. C. 
A. to help <and the officers turned to 
.the same place for help^ The French 
found that the Y. M. C. A. was broad 
enough, faithful and .earnest enough 
to believe that anything that was good 
for the men .was Christianity. 
They 
saw the need and undertook recreation 
centers. I visited many of these and 
saw just what was being done." 
After describing the routine work of 
a dav Dr. MacRossie continued: "If the 
Y. M. C. A. so commends itself to the 
French armv bv its recreation centres 
that the French ask the organization 
to go wherever the sailors are, certain- 
ly this shows how much good influence 
it 
; exercises in sustaining the courage 
and morale of that line that must hold 
fast until our boys are over in suffi- 
cient numbers to drive back the ruth- 
less enemy. 
"General Pershing said that a sing- 
ing army is a victorious arms". 
The' 
Y. M. C. A. sent over 
here 
and got 
some of the best song writers to go to 
France. These gave their services and 
have flooded the camps with marching 
songs. They .make the young men laugh 
because they put laughter into their 
hearts. 
Dr. MacRossie said 
he 
found 
two 
classes of Y. M. C. A. critics. 
Those 
who -'believed the Association could do 
tetter wor-k by enlarging its field of 
endeavor and those who thought 
the 
work>should be carried along the pure- 
ly religious lines of forty years ago. He 
believed, he said, that both classes of 
critics were sincere and honest. 
As 
to.'the Y. M. C. A. assisting in the dis- 
tribution of tobacco he said: "I will 
no't say-anything regarding tobacco. I 
have, my opinion on that traffic. 
But 
•we must remember that all young men 
in. the armv are under military rule 
and this rule is their guide. Being an 
outsider I saw the work as it seemed 
to me to be broad, deep, wise and un- 
derstanding of Christianity."
